The  regional  game  required  all 
their  strength  and  skill  in  order  to  de- 
feat rival  Sheridan.  The  Blackhawks 


stunned  the  Royals  in  the  second  half 
by  tying  the  score  in  the  final  quarter. 
The  Royals  never  gave  up  as  was  evi- 
dent in  a  game-winning  catch  that 
eventually  earned  the  team  the  re- 
gional title. 

The  48-8  slaughtering  of  the  North 
Posey  Vikings  led  the  semi-state 
championship  team  into  the  state  fin- 
als. 

On  a  freezing  cold  evening  the 
Royals  faced  the  Woodlan  Warriors.

Since  the  seniors  did  not 
have  a  Senior  Slave  Day  last 
year  because  of  parental 
complaints,  a  petition  was 
started  for  a  Senior  Boss 
Day.

Participants  had  to  abide 
by  certain  guidelines  made 
up  by  Student  Council.
